HISTORY 


X  ew  places  in  America  are  as 
rich  in  history  as  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard. 

It  was  here,  in  1775,  that  the 
British  landed  to  launch  their 
attack  on  Bunker  Hill. 

It  was  here  that  the  first  U.S. 
Navy  warship  was  constructed. 
Amehca's  first  ironclad  ship,  the 
Merrimac,  and  America's  first 
torpedo  boat  were  also  built  here. 

From  1800  to  1974,  the  Navy 
Yard  was  used  to  build  and  repair 
ships.  It  was  also  used  to  manu- 
facture rope  and  chain  for  the 
entire  U.S.  Navy 

For  these  reasons,  the  Fed- 
eral Government  has  established 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  as  a 
National  Historic  Landmark.
